Then  ascer¬ 
tain  how  many  other  messengers 
the  church  will  be  entitled  to  send. 
This  information  was  given  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record. 
See  that  your  church  has  its  full 
number  of  messengers.  The  church 
should  be  vitally  interested  in  what 
the  Convention  does.  B  can  have 
a  voice  in  what  it  does  if  it  has 
someone  at  the  Convention  to 
speak  for  the  church. 

The  program  of  the  Convention 
appeared  in  last  week’s  issue  of 
the  Baptist  Record.  The  commit¬ 
tee  composed  of  Dr.  G.  Norman 
Price,  Jackson,  Chairman;  Dr. 
Wyatt  Hunter,  McComb;  Rev.  C. 
B.  Hamlett,  III,  Winona;  Dr.  Perry 
Claxton,  Greenville,  has  done  a 
good  job.  They  worked  long  hours, 
faithfully  and  sacrificially.  in  an 
effort  to  provide  time  for  the 
many  objects  sponsored  by  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists.  They  deserve  our 
thanks.  Look  over  the  program 
and  let  the  messengers  give  it  s|»e- 
cial  attention  and,  if  necessary, 
talk  about  the  various  questions 
that  will  come  before  the  Con¬ 
vention.

Relief  And  Annuity 
Board  Propose*  New 
Retirement  Plan 

As  is  known  to  most  of  our 
readers,  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  proposes  some  changes  - 
in  the  present  Ministers’  Retire¬ 
ment  Plan.  The  matter  will  prob¬ 
ably  come  before  the  coming 
meeting  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  which  meets  in  Jack- 
son  on  November  17. 

In  order  that  our  readers,  many 
of  whom  will  attend  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  may  be  able  to  vote  intelli¬ 
gently.  we  give  below  some  of  the 
main  points  of  the  proposed 
changes.  Many  advantages  are 
claimed  in  the  new  plan.  Some  of 
them  are: 

(1)  The  present  disability  annu¬ 
ity  of  $500  would  be  increased  to 
$900  per  year,  or  half  the  salary  if 
that  amount  is  a  lesser  figure. 

(2)  Any  member  of  the  Minis¬ 
ters’  Retirement  Plan  would  be 
permitted  to  retire  at  60  years  of 
age  (65  is  now  the  retirement  age) 
or  any  time  thereafter  on  a  com¬ 
muted  annuity— the  annuity  you 
would  have  received  at  65  years 
commuted  to  the  actual  age  at 
which  you  actually  retired.  This 
means  that  if  you  retired  at  60 
or  before  you  were  65  the  annuity 
would  not  be  quite  as  much  as  if 
ypu  retired  at  65. 

(3)  Any  member  retiring  at  60 
years  or  thereafter  would  no  long¬ 
er  be  required  to  accept  a  reduced 
age  annuity  in  order  to  protect  his 


wife  in  event  she  survives  him,  but 
would  receive  a  full  age  annuity 
and,  in  addition  thereto,  would  en¬ 
joy  the  continued  protection  of  the 
Widows’  Supplemental  Annuity 
Plan  for  his  wife  at  no  further 
cost. 

.  Of  course,  increased  protection 
calls  for  increased  coat.  However, 
the  cost  is  very  moderate.  For  in¬ 
stance.  the  cost  of  the  above  out¬ 
lined  plan  is  only  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  more  of  the  minister’s 
salary  where  the  minister  is  ah 
ready  participating  in  the  Minis- 
•  ter*'  Retirement  Plan  and  the  W  id- 
ows*  Supplemental  Annuity.  The 
maximum  addition .  cost  is  only 
$20  a  year.  If  the  minister  is  only 
participating  in  the  Ministers  Re¬ 
tirement  Plan,  the  additional  cost 
is  2%  of  his  salary.  The  maximum 
'  additional  cost  to  the  minister  can 
be  only  $*0  a  year. 

The  cost  to  the  church  will  be 
5*  of  the  salary  paid  the  pastor 
up  to  $4,000.  Two  features  or  the 
new  plan  deserve  great  consider¬ 
ation.  The  increase  in  the  disabil¬ 
ity  annuity  and  the  plan  for  per¬ 
mitting  a  minister  to  retire  at  60 
years  of  age.

One  day  he 
told  the  pastor  that  he  just  could- 
not  give  to  lhe  church  because  he 
did  not  believe  the  Cooperative 
Program  was  scriptural.  He  also 
did  not  want  to  contribute  be¬ 
cause  he  asserted  that  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Seminary  was  full  of 
modernism.  Another  objection  was 
that  the  literature  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board  was  modernistic  and 
he  did  not  want  to  use  it. 

Finally  the  pastor  got  tired  of 
that  kind  of  palaver.  So  he  said 
to  the  brother,  “I  just  do  not  be- 
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lieve  that  you  could  be  ha|>py  in 
our  church.  Through  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  we  are  supporting 
the  many  different  objects  a|»- 
proved  by  Southern  Baptists.  So 
I  am  going  to  ask  the  church  to¬ 
morrow  night  to  grant  you  a  let¬ 
ter  (Wednesday)  so  that  you  can 
go  and  join  some  church  in  which 
you  will  be  satisfied  and  perhaps 
happy-"

Answer:  You  are  exactly  right. 
Good  people  often  get  sick  tmoUon- 
ally.  And  it  is  nothing  to  be  asham¬ 
ed  of. 

If  you  are  a  Christian,  you  should 
do  everything  you  can  to  overcome 
this  idea  that  emotionally  sick  peo¬ 
ple  are  to  blame,  or  are  weak  or 
sinful.
